Mr. Mayor, LApiIES AND GENTLEMEN, 


HAVE the honour to submit to you the Report on the health of the 
I Borough during 1942. The Report has again been markedly curtailed 

to conform with the desire of the Ministry of Health. However, all 
the essential statistics necessary for the complete continuity of the records 
of the Borough are included. 


(1) The Registrar General’s estimated civilian population for the Borough 
at mid- “year 1942, is 128,900, as against the figure of 131,310 for 
the previous year, a reduction of 2 410. This figure i is based primarily 
on the National Register enumeration taken at ‘the end of September, 
1939, adjusted for ‘the subsequent movement of population derived 
from that Register. Non-civilian (i.e., Stockport inhabitants 
serving with His Majesty’s Forces) are excluded from this estimate. 

(2) The Birth Rate (16.59) is the highest figure since 1923, and compares 

very favourably with the average (13.64) for the previous 10 years. 

(3) The Death Rate (12.96) compares satisfactorily with 14.18 for 
1941, and is again slightly below the rate (13.3) for the 126 County 
Boroughs ‘and Great Towns. 

(4) Infant Mortality Rate (67.35) compares with 75.32 for the previous 
vear. 

(5) The Maternal Mortality Rate of 4.05 per 1,000 Births is slightly 
better than 4.62 recorded for last year. Nine deaths occurred in 
both years, but the increase of 286 births accounts for the reduced 
Mortality Rate for 1942. 

(6) There is a slight increase in the Death Rate from Tuberculosis of 
the Lungs, 0.52 against 0.49 for 1941, and also in the Rate for 
other Tubercular Diseases—0.10 against the figure of 0.09. 


War-time Nurseries. As mentioned in the Report for 1941, four 


War-time Nurseries were opened during 1942, and it is gratifying to state 
that the accommodation provided to assist in the National War effort 
has been put to very good use. In order to meet increasing demands a 
further two Nurseries (one at Adswood and the other at Belmont, Heaton 
Norris), and an extention for 60 children at Daw Bank, have been opened 
during the current year (1943). A table showing the particulars of the 
attendances made and fees collected during 1942, is shown on page 45 
of this Report. The accommodation now provided at the six Nurseries 
seems to be adequate for current and probable future requirements, 

Civil Defence still continues to occupy a large part of the time of the 
staff and the whole-hearted co-operation of the part-time staff and whole- 
time members of this Service is deserving of the highest commendation. 

Increasing demands of the Services on “the staff of the various branches 
of the Public Health Department have led to an increasing load being 
placed on those remaining. The work, however, has been. carried out 
with unabated vigour and efficiency, and I wish to place on record my 
thinks to the staff for their continued loyal assistance and response to all 
demands made upon them. 

I am also deeply grateful to the various Committees for their considera- 
tion and encouragement at all times.

The Death Rate from Pulmonary Tuberculosis, or consumption of the 
lungs, for the whole of the Borough was 0,52 per 1,000 of the population, 
as compared with 0.49 for 1941, and the total number of deaths recorded 
was 67, as compared with 64 for 1941. 
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The number of deaths of children under one year of age was 144, giving 
an Infant Mortality Rate for 1942 of 67.35, compared with 141 deaths for 
1941, with a Rate of 75.32.

The infant mortality rate amongst illegitimate children was 80.36 per 
thousand illegitimate births.

Diphtheria Immunisation. 


Facilities for Diphtheria Immunisation are how provided at all Infant 
Welfare Centres. 


During the year 1942, 2,227 children under five years received a complete 
_ course of two injections of A.P.T. There were 453 children of school age 

who received their first injection at School, and completed the course at a 
_ Welfare Centre. None of these children were schick tested. 


| Treatment of the Pre-School Child. 


The Scheme’ for the treatment of the Pre-School Child set out in detail 
_ in the 1938 Report has been continued during 1942 with very satisfactory 
results,

i Provision of Milk for Necessitous Mothers and Children. 


__ During the year the Scheme for Milk for necessitous Mothers and Children 
has not been in force as in previous years. During 1940, this particula, 
_ Service was placed on a National basis and is now performed by the Loca] 
_ Milk Officer of the Ministry of Food with the co-operation of this Department, 


Supply of Dried Milk. 


_ Various brands of dried milk are sold at the Clinics at cost price. The 
_ “mount supplied never exceeds the quantity required by the individual 
child, and no other drugs or accessory food substances, such as cod liver 
Oil or emulsion, ate sold at the Clinics. 


Quantities of milk supplied :— 
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War-time Nurseries. 


Four War-time Nurseries were established in the Borough during 1942 
to cater for the children, Tanging from six months to five years of age, 
of mothers engaged on war work. The following table gives the opening 
dates, the approved accommodation santioned by the Ministry of Health, 
the attendances made, and the total amount of fees collected from the 
parents. The Nurseries are open from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m., Monday to Friday, 


and from 7 a.m. to ] p-m. on Saturdays, and a charge of I/— per day (9d. 
for Saturdays) is made. : 


The use of the N urseries has steadily grown from the time they became 
available, and in addition to the primary object for which they were estab- 
lished (i.e., to make it possible for the younger mothers to assist in the 
making of munitions and other war activities), they have proved a very 


great asset to the town in giving a healthy start in life to the future citizens 
of the Borough, | 


During the year, a collecting point was established at Cheadle Heath, 
but after a period was discontinued, as the small number of children making 
use of it did not «warrant it being kept open. 


A 24-hours N tu'sery was tried as an experiment at the Daw Bank N ursery 
during the year, but here again, the numbers dwindled to such a low level 
that its closure was unavoidable. 


During the current year (1943) two further Nurseries (one at Adswood 
and the other at Belmont, Heaton Norris), of 50 places cach, and an exten- 
sion for 60 children at Daw Bank Nursery, have been provided, making 
the total approved accommodation of 375 places for the Borough. The 
Nurseries have been sited in such a manner that all parts of the Borough 
are well served in thig Tespect, and it is very probable that the provision 
made will be adequate (still not in excess of) the immediate requirements 
of the town. | 


The cost of running the Nurseries is a national charge, and the administra- 


tion and control of the Nurseries is performed by the Corporation as agents 
for the Ministry of Health. 
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
